Thjs  sketch  shows  how  the  two  circles  appeared  coralng  directly  from  the  North 
toward  me,  traveling  constantly  on  an  even  keel,  as  though  attached  together, 
heconing  larger  and  larger  to  my  view,  and  disappearing  at  their  largest  site, 
almost  instantly,  by  making  what  se<-med  to  be  a right  angle  turn  dii*ectly  Sast, 
one  eirele  disappearing  at  a time,  as  tbou^  going  through  a side  wing  on  a thea* 
trlcal  stage,  the  side  wing  being  of  the  same  pale  blue  color  of  the  sky*  The 
disappearing  act  took  a natter  of  about  three  seconds*  It  was  only  at  the  last 
stage  of  this  act  that  I noticed  a pale  gray  bar  at  the  top,  and  behind  the  two

I an  anoloaing  with  thie  lattar  another  skatoh  X haTa  drawn  of  the 
twin  objaota  I alghtad  and  reported  to  Dayton,  Onio  July  29* 

In  ny  prerloua  skatoh  I sent  along  with  oy  filled  out  questionnaire 
August  9 9 I drew  only  the  first  phase  of  the  right  angle  turn  those 
twin  objects  took»  as  I didn’t  know  at  the  tl»o  how  to  sketch  the 
different  phases  these  objoots  presented  without  confusing  everyone* 
Since  then,  l recall  that  the  last  disk  disappeared  at  a hl^er  lo- 
cation in  the  sky»  making  it  less  difficult  for  me  to  sketch  these 
different  phases  these  twin  objects  presented  in  making  that  rl^t 
angle  turn* 

Furthermore^  up  until  now  I could  not  understand  Why  these  twin 
objects  , which  were  perfect  circles  at  all  times,  did  not  take  the 
logical  fom  of  an  elongated  ellipse  which  one  would  expect  thorn 
to  take  in  making  that  turn*  After  studying  a sketch  of  what  1 
actually  saw,  I have  coTie  to  the  conclusion  that  what  I saw  were 
objects  spherical  in  fora*  X<o  doubt  you  have  already  arrived  at 
that  same  conclusion* 

1 have  numbered  on  this  sketch  the  different  phases  these  twin 
objects  presented,  and  a description  of  each  follows: 

Fig*  1*  This  shows  the  begtzuiing  of  the  rl^t  angle  turn,  at  which 

time  the  circles  appeared  at  their  largest  else,  reminding 
one  of  two  large  Ferris  Wheels  made  of  crystal*  It’s  at 
this  stage  that  I noticed  some  sort  of  framework  attached 
to  the  two  spheres,  but  no  attachments  were  visible*  I 
simply  saw  the  top  bar  and  left  corner  of  framework  Which 
seemed  to  be  of  a solid  dull  pale  gray  material.  This  top 
bar  and  corner  of  frame  was  well  defined  against  the  pale 
blue  sky.  The  width  of  this  framework  in  ny  slwtch  Is 
approximately  correct  in  relation  to  the  dimensions  of  these 
spheres*  I also  notioed  at  this  point  that  the  bar  across 
the  back  of  these  spheres  seemed  shorter  in  length  than 
the  overall  measurement  and  besides  placed  allttle  lower 
than  the  top  of  spheres*  This  fact  no  doubt  accounts  for 
my  seeing  only  two  circles  up  to  this  point. 

The  whirling  sound  I had  been  hearing  from  the  beginning 
seemed  to  increase  in  sounds  with  a>k>ther  type  of  sound 
addod^  as  though  some  other  form  of  machinery  had  bean 
set  in  motion  to  make  this  right  angle  turn*

As  you  will  notice  the  top  bar  in  this  figure  is  prao- 
tioally  upended 9 and  vhen  in  this  position  l saw  what 
seemed  to  be  gadgets  or  attaohnenta  down  in  between 
the  framework  ana  spheres*  However^  this  feature  was 
altogether  too  indistinct  for  me  to  try  todlescribe^ 

■uoh  less  try  to  sketch* 

Pig*  111  only  one  big  sphere  remained|  brilliant  as  v4iea  it  made 

the  ri^t  angle  turn  with  it's  twln^  ana  the  noise  abated 
somevhat  at  this  point* 

The  one  sphere  remaining  puasled  ne  no  end^  but  I now 
believe  the  reason  only  one  sphere  was  visible  at  this 
stage,  was  because  the  spheres  had  completed  the  right 
angle  turn  and  one  sphere  was  traveling  directly  behind 
the  other  on  their  way  directly  eastward* 

Pig*  IV*  This  sphere  was  finally  out  in  halves  like  the  first  and 

then  vanished  instantly*  The  noise  also  ceaaed  simulta- 
neously* To  get  the  exact  effect  of  how  they  vanished 
from  view  take  a strip  of  paper  three  quarters  of  an  inch 
vide  and  draw  it  slowly  across  Fig*  1 from  right  to  left# 
until  sphere  is  out  in  halves*  ^ow  you  will  have  a pic- 
ture resembling  Fig*  11  except  for  the  framework*  Do

You  can  now  see  what  I have  been  up  against  in  trying  to 
sketch  this  right  angle  turn. 

Sunday  August  10th#  an  investigator  from  your  Center  called  on  me* 
Among  other  things  he  asked  to  see  the  yard  from  vAiera  I had  ob- 
served these  twin  objects*  in  pointing  out  the  location  v^ere  I 
first  sighted  these  objects  I remarked  to  him  that  X thoight  I had 
been  mistaken  in  saying  that  they  came  from  the  north*  V/o  agreed  that 
they  may  have  appeared  more  in  the  ^orth  Northeast*  X have  correct- 
ed this  error  in  this  new  sketch#  and  I also  changed  the  point  of 
the  disappearance  to  Bast  Southeast* 

X hope  I have  succeeded  in  giving  you  a clearer  picture  this  time 
of  this  unidentified  aerial  object*

in  reporting  the  Twin  Objects  I slated  July  17  from  my  back  yard,  I 
purposely  withheld  oncvery  Important  reatux'S  aa  I couldn*t  bring  my- 
self to  rOTeal  sxich  an  astounding  feature*  I had  kept  this  particu- 
lar feature  a very  dark  uecrat  for  one  \>hole  month,  when  I felt  I could 
do  so  no  longer*  Therefore,  on  August  18  I made  an  appointment  with 
the  pastor  of  our  church,  bringing  nil  coreaspondence  1 had  had  with 
your  intelligence  Center  for  him  to  road*  I then  told  him  the  cecret, 
and  asked  him  if  he  thought  I did  right  in  v/lUilioldlng  thlw  information. 
Ke  replied,  by  saying  ho  thought  I had  given  enough  infornstlon  for  tho 
time  being,  as  It  sounded  bo  unbelievable,  and  added  pmlljr.gly  - ”At 
least  v;e  know  they  are  not  Russians.” 

Since  then  I have  watched  newspapers  and  periodicals  (even  going  through 
past  Issues)  for  reports  on  sightings,  being  very  much  interested  since 
my  experience,  but  found  very  little  reference  has  been  made  to  ^Saucers** 
since  the  first  part  of  August*  However,  I did  come  across  the  follow- 
Ing  items.  Which  have  made  me  decide  to  divul^*:e  my  cecret: 


1*  Time  nagaslne  of  April  14,  1962  reported  that  Lancelot  Hogben,  F.R.3* 
cave  a lecture  to  The  British  Interplanetary  Society  and  the  article 
starts  **Kow  do  earthlings  go  about  striking  up  a conversation  vdth  the 
inhabitants  of  other  planetn?  "Assume  said  Hogben  that  the  earths  ETN 
(Extraterrestrial  Welghboro)  can  perceive  or  record  radiation  in  some 
piart  of  the  electromagnetic  spectrum  (light,  heat,  radio  oaves  etc*} 

Also  assume  that  the  earth  can  send  such  radiation  strongly  enough  to 
reach  the  nearest  planet,"  etc.  etc* 

2*  Read  in  our  local  paper  that  our  Aii»  Force  had  ordered  pilots  to 
shoot  at  unidentified  objects  they  may  come  across  in  the  sky.

m Figure  lip  as  per  my  sketch#  this  Twin  Object  took  a sudden  upswing 
and  in  this  practically  upended  position  the  most  aotounding  features 
were  revealed.  First  I noticed  attachments  and  ged^ets  down  in  betvieen 
the  fran»ev/ork  (vdidch  I now  think  vfas  housing  for  beings  aboard)  and 
spheres#  and  then  above  the  hum  and  staccato  thump  I was  hearing,  I 
distinctly  heard  voices  greatly  amplified#  that  seemed  to  come  from 
beings  similar  to  ourselves.  It  v/as  as  though  o door  of  a large  audi- 
toriuit  had  been  opened  the  instant  the  Object  took  this  sudden  upswing 
on  a group  of  eight  to  ten  people  conversing  with  one  another  in  a slow 
(luiat  manner#  seemingly  unaware  that  their  voices  were  being  heard  do'-?n 
here  below.

I had  no  stop  watch#  but  1 estimate  I heard  these  voices  for  at  least 
four  or  five  seconds#  during  the  whole  time  this  Object  was  In  this  up- 
ended position,  then  all  sound  and  voices  were  cut  off  abruptly  as  the 
Twin  Object  went  into  the  next  phase  as  shown  in  Figure  JXtof  my  sketch# 
when  only  one  sphere  could  be  seen  as  it  was  going  directly  S.S.E.  hiding 
the  sphere  ahead.

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The  following  is  the  only  answer  I can  give  ae  to  how  far  it  was  away 

from  me*  NVhen  I first  saw  these  twinobjeots  in  the  North,  I would  say 

they  wars  no  more'  than  a quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  measuring  at 

arm's  length  with  a pencil*  They  first  appeared  upon  the  scene  like  two 

small  sllTar  disks  at  that  distance*  I was  lying  on  a cot  facing  North 

in  the  direction  they  were  coming  from*  I thought  at  first  these  silver 

like  disks  were  the  propellers  of  a bomber,  but  it  iminedlatery  dawned  on 

me  that  propellers  wouldn't  be  discernible  at  that  great  distance,  so  I

I have  never  studM  astonomy*  but  common  sense  tells  me  there  would  be 
no  framework  to  aooount  for*  noise  or  a right  angle  turn.
